Montana  farmers  and  ranchers  received  $634  million  from  the 

sale  of  livestock  and  crops  in  1971.  This  is  almost  6 percent 
more  than  1970.  Livestock  and  livestock  products  brought  producers  15  percent  more 
income  in  1971  than  in  1970.  due  primarily  to  Increased  cattle  prices.  Crops  brought 
® T'r  ,^S  ^an  the  year  bef°re-  Livestock  and  products  represented  64.5  per- 
cent  of  the  1971  value  received  by  Montana  fanners  and  ranchers,  compared  with  59  3 
last  year.  Crops  made  up  35.5  percent  in  1971  compared  with  40.7  in  1970.

Additional  benefits  accruing  to  Montana  farmers  in  1971  include  $8  million  for 
farm  Products  consumed  on  the  farm,  $30  million  for  rental  value  of  farm  dwellings,  and 
• i ln  increased  inventories.  Government  payments  for  the  year  totaled  $78 

million — $7  million  less  than  the  year  before. 


PRODUCTION  EXPENSES  UP;  Production  expenses  cost  Montana  ranchers  and  farmers  $523  mil- 
lion in  1971 — 8 percent  more  than  in  1970. 

TOTAL  NET  FARM  INCOME  DOWN:  Net  farm  income  amounted  to  $242  million,  down  3 percent 

from  last  year.  This  figure  is  derived  by  adding  together 
cash  receipts,  government  payments,  other  benefits  and  subtracting  production  expenses. 
Net  income  per  farm  also  averaged  lower  than  the  previous  year  with  $9,368  per  farm  in 
1971  compared  with  $9,461  in  1970.

MONTANA 

CASH  RECEIPTS  UP:  Montana  fanners  and  ranchers  received  $794  million  in  1972  from  the 
sale  of  agricultural  products  and  through  Government  payments.  This 
was  12  percent  above  the  1971  cash  receipts  of  $712  million. 


Cash  receipts  from  livestock  were  $469  million,  up  15  percent  from  the  1971  total  of 
$409  million  and  cash  receipts  from  crops  at  $246  million  were  up  9 percent  from  the  1971 
level  of  $225  million.  Government  payments  totaled  $79  million  in  1972,  compared  with 
$78  million  in  1971. 

Higher  prices  generally  for  grain  and  cattle  during  1972  were  a major  factor  in  the 
increased  cash  receipts. 


NET  INCOME  PER  FARM:  Realized  net  income  (income  after  deducting  production  expenses) 
averaged  $10,861  per  farm — up  sharply  from  $8,807  in  1971.

***  Farmers'  cash  receipts  from  marketings  rose  $5. A billion  in  1972  to  a record  high  of 
$58.5  billion.  This  sharp  rise  in  receipts  was  due  to  15  percent  higher  average 
prices  for  livestock  and  more  than  8 percent  higher  prices  for  crops.  Total  volume 
of  marketings,  both  for  livestock  and  crops,  was  about  the  same  as  in  1971. 

***  Livestock  and  product  receipts  for  1972  at  $34.3  billion  were  $3.8  billion  above  1971. 

***  Crop  receipts  in  1972  totaled  $24.2  billion,  up  about  $1.6  billion  from  1971. 

***  Direct  government  payments  to  farmers  in  1972  were  estimated  at  $4.0  billion  compared 
to  $3.1  billion  in  1971.  The  increase  reflected  primarily  a rise  under  the  feed 
grain  program. 

***  Farm  production  expenses  at  $47.2  billion  for  1972  were  up  $3.2  billion  from  a year 
earlier,  another  large  increase.  Prices  paid  for  production  items,  interest,  taxes, 
and  wage  rates  rose  6 percent  for  the  year. 

***  With  cash  receipts  from  marketings  and  direct  government  payments  both  higher  than  in 
1971,  realized  gross  farm  income  last  year  increased  sharply  to  $66.4  billion,  up  $6.3 
billion.  Production  expenses  at  $47.2  billion  only  rose  about  half  as  much  as  realized 
gross.  This  left  farmers  with  $3.1  billion  more  realized  net  farm  income,  establish- 
ing an  alltime  record  of  $19.2  billion.  The  previous  record  of  $17.1  billion  was 
established  25  years  ago. 

***  Realized  net  idrm  income  per  farm  averaged  $6, 797. in  1972,  compared  with  $5,581  in 
1971  and  the  previous  record  high  of  $5,757  in  1970.

1972  FARM  CASH  RECEIPTS  HIT  RECORD:  Montana  fanners  and  ranchers  received  a record  high 

$762  million  from  the  sale  of  crops  and  livestock 
in  1972 — a 24  percent  increase  from  1971.  Cash  receipts  from  the  sale  of  livestock  and 
livestock  products  accounting  for  65  percent  of  all  cash  receipts  totaled  over  $495 
million — 22  percent  more  than  1971.  Crop  cash  receipts  at  267  million  were  27  percent 
more  than  the  previous  year. 

Commodities  contributing  the  most  to  Montana’s  farm  cash  receipts  in  1972  were: 
cattle  and  calves,  $433  million;  wheat,  $165  million;  and  barley  $53  million.  In  addi- 
tion to  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings,  the  State's  farmers  received  $103  million  in 
Government  payments,  consumed  nearly  $10  million  in  farm  products  on  the  farm  and  had 
$32  million  in  rental  value  of  farm  dwellings. 

PRODUCTION  EXPENSES  UP:  It  cost  Montana  farmers  and  ranchers  $573  million  in  farm  pro- 
duction expenses  during  the  year.  This  compares  with  $526  million 
in  1971  or  about  9 percent  more. 

TOTAL  NET  FARM  INCOME  UP:  Total  net  farm  income  reached  $343  million,  a 56  percent 

increase  from  the  $219  million  earned  in  1971.  Total  net  farm 
income  is  derived  by  adding  cash  receipts.  Government  payments,  and  other  payments,  and 
subtracting  production  expenses  as  well  as  accounting  for  net  changes  in  farm  inventories. 

Total  net  income  per  farm,  at  $13,438  compares  with  $8,430  in  1971.

CASH  RECEIPTS  UP:  Crop  and  livestock  marketings  in  1973  brought  Montana  farmers  and 

ranchers  an  estimated  record  high  1,065  million  dollars  in  cash  receipts, 
an  increase  -of  40  percent  over  1972  according  to  preliminary  USDA  figures.  Livestock  and 
livestock  products  had  the  largest  share  of  the  total  with  595  million  dollars — 20  percent 
more  than  1972.  However,  crop  receipts  had  the  largest  gain — 76  percent  above  the  previous 
year,  to  470  million  dollars  in  1973.  Government  payments  totaled  59  million  in  1973 — down 
sharply  with  the  103  million  received  in  1972. 

AVERAGE  INCOME  PER  FARM  INCREASES:  Realized  gross  income  per  Montana  farm  at  46,578  dol- 
lars compares  with  35,574  dollars  in  1972.  Realized 
net  income  per  Montana  farm  hit  a record  18,811  dollars  in  1973 — 44  percent  above  1972. 

The  gross  and  net  income  figures  are  preliminary  and  exclude  changes  in  inventories.

***  Fanners’  cash  receipts  from  marketings  rose  almost  $23  billion  in  1973  to  a record 

high  of  $83.4  billion.  This  dramatic  rise  was  due  entirely  to  a 37  percent  increase 
in  the  average  price  of  farm  commodities.  Total  volume  of  farm  marketings  was 
slightly  lower  than  in  1972. 

***  Crop  receipts  jumped  more  than  50  percent  last  year  and  at  $38.1  billion  were  around 
$13  billion  above  1972.  The  income  situation  for  most  crop  producers  was  good 
throughout  the  year  despite  the  record  1973  crop  output. 

***  Livestock  and  products  totaled  $45.3  billion  in  1973 — up  $9.7  billion  from  a year 
earlier.  The  year  was  marked  by  a reduced  volume  of  marketings,  but  farm  prices 
averaged  nearly  one- third  higher. 

***  Direct  government  payments  for  1973  are  estimated  at  $2.6  billion  compared  to  $4.0 
billion  in  1972. 

***  Farm  production  expenses  at  $64.4  billion  for  1973  were  up  $15.2  billion  from  1972, 
the  largest  year-to-year  increase  on  record. 

***  Realized  gross  farm  income  last  year  increased  $21.6  billion  to  $90.5  billion  due  to 
the  large  surge  in  cash  receipts  from  marketings.  With  production  expenses  up  $15.2 
billion,  realized  net  farm  income  rose  $6.4  billion  to  a record  $26.1  billion. 

***  Realized  net  income  per  farm  averaged  $9,193  in  1973  compared  with  $6,856  in  1972.

MONTANA  GROSS  FARM  INCOME  REACHES  $1,207  MILLION  IN  1973:  Cash  receipts  generated  from 

the  sale  of  crops  and  live- 
stock brought  Montana  farmers  and  ranchers  a record  $1,074  million  in  1973 — 30  percent 
more  than  1972.  Leading  commodities  and  their  percent  contribution  to  the  total  include: 
cattle  and  calves,  44  percent;  wheat,  32  percent;  barley,  9 percent;  hogs,  3 percent;  and 
hay,  3 percent.  Crop  receipts  in  1973  reached  nearly  48  percent  of  the  total — a much 
greater  proportion  than  prior  years.  In  addition  to  cash  receipts  from  marketings,  the 
State's  farmers  received  nearly  $65  million  in  government  payments,  about  $58  million  in 
non-money  income — mainly  products  consumed  on  the  farm  and  rental  value  of  farm 
dwellings — and  almost  $10  million  in  other  farm  income.  Government  payments  income  in 
1973  was  37  percent  less  than  the  previous  year. 

PRODUCTION  EXPENSES  RECORD  HIGH:  It  cost  Montana  farmers  and  ranchers  $710  million  in 
farm  production  expenses  in  1973 — up  18  percent  from 

1972. 

TOTAL  NET  FARM  INCOME  A RECORD  HIGH  FOR  1973:  After  deducting  production  expenses  from 

the  total  cash  receipts,  government  pay- 
ments and  other  income,  Montana  farmers  and  ranchers  netted  $585  million — a 49  percent 
increase  over  the  year  before.  The  average  net  income  per  Montana  farm  or  ranch  was 
$23,311  compared  with  $15,448  in  1972,  and  $8,430  in  1971. 

The  situation  in  1974  may  be  different.

MONTANA  FARMERS'  1974  GROSS  INCOME  HITS  $1,294  MILLION:  Montana's  gross  cash  receipts 

from  farm  marketings  in  1974 

totaled  $1,294  million  up  3 ,JCicent  from  1973.  Total  cash  receipts  from  crops  was 
$761  million— up  37  percent  fro-,  the  previous  year.  This  was  partially  offset  by  live- 
stock receipts  which  at  $430  million  were  down  25  percent  from  1973.  Cash  receipts  from 
all  crops  combined  accounted  for  63.9  percent  of  the  total  compared  with  49.2  percent  a 
year  earlier.  Livestock  sales  made  up  the  remaining  36.1  percent  of  the  total  cash  re- 
ceipts in  1974  compared  with  50.8  percent  in  1973.  Wheat  sales  contributed  the  greatest 
percentage  of  the  total  with  46.5  percent  followed  by  cattle  and  calves  with  29.2  per- 
cent, barley  with  7.6  percent,  sugarbeets  with  4.1  percent  and  hay  with  3 percent. 

Montana  ranked  fourth  in  the  Nation  in  cash  receipts  for  both  wheat  and  barley  marketings. 
Government  payments  amounted  to  $15  million  in  1974— a 77  percent  decrease  from  the  pre- 
vious year.  Non-money  income,  consisting  primarily  of  products  consumed  on  the  farm  and 
rental  value  of  farm  dwellings,  added  $78  million  to  gross  farm  income  and  other  farm 
income  contributed  $11  million — increases  of  33  percent  and  9 percent  respectively  from 


REALIZED  NET  INCOME  DOWN  8 PERCENT:  Production  expenses  in  1974  were  up  9 percent  in 

1974  to  $872  million,  reducing  realized  net  farm 
income  8 percent  from  the  previous  year  to  $422  million. 

TOTAL  NET  FARM  INCOME  DROPS  30  PERCENT:  Total  net  farm  income  (including  allowance  for 

changes  in  inventories)  amounted  to  $390  mil- 
lion in  1974 — down  30  percent  from  1973.  Total  net  income  per  farm  last  year  averaged 
$15,866  compared  with  $22,063  in  1973  and  $13,448  in  1972.

MONTANA  1975  GROSS  FARM  INCOME,  PRODUCTION  EXPENSES  AND  NET  IHCCHE:  Gross  farm  income  re- 
ceived by  Montana 

farmers  and  ranchers  for  Calendar  Year  1975  marketings  was  $1.2  billion — down  9 percent  from 
1974.  In  the  same  time  period,  production  expenses  added  up  to  $895  million — an  increase 
of  5 percent  over  a year  earlier.  As  a result  of  these  changes,  realized  net  farm  income 
fell  from  $438  million  in  1974  to  $286  million  in  1975.  However,  farm  inventory  value  in- 
creased $124  million,  bringing  total  net  farm  income  to  $409  million — up  1.6  percent  frcm 
the  previous  year. 

REALIZED  GROSS  FARM  INCOME:  Realized  gross  farm  income  in  1975  was  $110  million  below  1974. 

Crop  sales  accounted  for  most  of  the  decline,  with  a $97  million 
reduction.  Livestock  sales  were  down  $12  million  and  government  payments  were  off  $5.6 
million.  Non-money  income  and  other  farm  income  shewed  increases  partially  offsetting  the 
reduction  in  sales  and  government  payments. 

Wheat,  barley  and  sugarbeets  accounted  for  most  of  the  reduction  in  crops  income.  Wheat 
cash  receipts  contribute  more  than  75  percent  of  crop  sales  and  show  an  8 percent  decline 
from  1974.  Barley  cash  receipts  were  off  20  percent  and  sugarbeets  were  down  48  percent. 


Livestock  and  livestock  products  sold  in  1975  brought  less  cash  than  1974  sales  except 
for  dairy  products,  honey  and  beeswax,  and  other  snail  items  such  as  poultry  and  eggs.  Sheep 
lambs  and  wool  were  down  sharply  as  a result  of  reduced  sheep  and  lamb  sales  and  lower  vrool 
prices . 

REALIZED  NET  INCOME  PER  FARM:  Farm  numbers  estimated  at  23,500  in  1975  divided  into  realized 
net  income  shows  the  average  farm  or  ranch  net  income  to  be 
$12,165— down  $5,620  from  last  year.  This  is  a sizable  reduction  in  spendable  income,  but 
inventory  accumulation  added  $5,255  to  each  farm's  net  income  and  therefore,  improved  the 
1975  total  net  income  by  6 percent  over  last  year  when  inventories  were  being  reduced.

farmers  and  ranchers  for  Calendar  Year  1975  marketings  was  $1.2  billion- -down  9 percent  from 
1974.  In  the  same  time  period,  production  expenses  added  up  to  $895  million- -an  increase 
of  5 percent  over  a year  earlier.  As  a result  of  these  changes,  realized  net  farm  income 
fell  fran  $438  million  in  1974  to  $286  million  in  1975.  However,  farm  inventory  value  in- 
creased $124  million,  bringing  total  net  farm  income  to  $409  mil  lion- -up  1.6  percent  from 
the  previous  year. 

REALIZED  GROSS  FARM  INCCME : Realized  gross  farm  income  in  1975  was  $110  million  below  1974. 

Crop  sales  accounted  for  most  of  the  decline,  with  a $97  million 
reduction.  Livestock  sales  were  down  $12  million  and  government  payments  were  off  $5.6 
million.  Non-money  income  and  other  farm  income  showed  increases  partially  offsetting  the 
reduction  in  sales  and  government  payments. 


Wheat,  barley  and  sugarbeets  accounted  for  most  of  the  reduction  in  crops  income.  Whea 
cash  receipts  contribute  more  than  75  percent  of  crop  sales  and  show  an  8 percent  decline 
from  1974.  Barley  cash  receipts  were  off  20  percent  and  sugarbeets  were  down  48  percent. 

Livestock  and  livestock  products  sold  in  1975  brought  less  cash  than  1974  sales  except 
for  dairy  products,  honey  and  beeswax,  and  other  small  items  such  as  poultry  and  eggs.  Sheei 
lambs  and  wool  were  down  sharply  as  a result  of  reduced  sheep  and  lamb  sales  and  lower  wool 
prices . 

REALIZED  NET  INCOME  PER  FARM:  Farm  numbers  estimated  at  23,500  in  1975  divided  into  realized 
net  income  shows  the  average  farm  or  ranch  net  income  to  be 
$12,165 — down  $5,620  frcxn  last  year.  This  is  a sizable  reduction  in  spendable  income,  but 
inventory  accumulation  added  $5,255  to  each  farm's  net  income  and  therefore,  improved  the 
1975  total  net  income  by  6 percent  over  last  year  when  inventories  were  being  reduced.

CASH  RECEIPTS  FROM  1977  PRODUCT  SALES:  Montana  farmers  and  ranchers  received  $957.2 

million  from  the  sale  of  livestock  and  crops 
in  calendar  year  1977.  This  is  down  8 percent  from  1976.  Livestock  and  products  sales 
brouqht  S513.8  million— 13  percent  more  than  last  year  but  crops  brought  in  only  $443  4 
million—a  reduction  of  24  percent. 


Wheat  and  barley  accounted  for  most  of  the  reduction  in  crops  income.  Wheat 
cash  receipts  contribute  69  percent  of  total  crop  sales  and  were  off  29  percent  from 
1976.  Barley  cash  receipts  dropped  26  percent  but  hay  registered  a 40  percent  increase. 

Sales  of  cattle  and  calves  which  account  for  84  percent  of  all  livestock  and 
products  receipts,  increased  16  percent  from  1976.  Wool,  hogs,  honey,  chickens,  and 
eggs  were  items  registering  decreases  from  the  previous  year. 


GROSS  FARM  INCOME:  Government  payments  softened  the  impact  of  reduced  cash  receipts 

with  the  result  that  gross  farm  income  which  includes  cash  receipts, 
government  payments,  and  non-money  income  was  down  only  1 percent  from  the  previous  year 
On  a per  farm  or  ranch  basis,  gross  income  was  up  slightly  as  farm  numbers  were  down. 
This  resulted  in  gross  income  being  divided  among  fewer  farms  and  ranches. 


NET  FARM  INCOME:  Farm  production  expense  increased  7 percent  from  1976  to  1977  and 
totaled  $986.3  million.  Net  farm  income  fell  33  percent  to  $158.4 
mil  1 ion— mainly  as  a result  of  this  increased  expense. 

Realized  net  income  per  farm  or  ranch  fell  from  $9,962  in  1976  to  $6,798  in  1977
